Hotel concierge Tracy Alexander-Hoskins has a simple solution 
when she wants to get away for a weekend: The Edgewater resident 
rolls across town and checks into another hotel. 

“I pick hotels based on what they have on their room service 
menu,” said Alexander-Hoskins, 37, who arranges fancy dinners, 
museum tours and shopping excursions during the weekend get- 
aways with her husband, Nicholas Hoskins. 

Alexander-Hoskins has been giving insider advice to tourists for 
eight years at Loop boutique Hotel Burnham— and she takes a little 
of that same advice, scheduling about four staycations a year. 

“Chicago just offers so many wonderful things to do, see and 
experience,” said Alexander-Hoskins, who plans her winter hotel 
getaways carefully to minimize her exposure to the weather. “I’m 
so fortunate to live in such a great place. There’s nothing you can’t 
do in Chicago.” 

While subfreezing temps keep finicky tourists at bay, Chicago’s 
hotels tell RedEye they are offering deals targeted at locals such as 
Alexander-Hoskins who want to unwind in their hometown for the 
convenience, savings or just as an excuse to explore the city 

The InterContinental on the Magnificent Mile has made a prior- 
ity of attracting more local customers, said Dan Preston, director of 
sales and marketing. With the hotel’s winter occupancy at about 50 
percent, Preston said customers have greater access to hotel ameni- 
ties— plus rates are anywhere from $80 to $140 a night less than 
what they will be in April. 

The story is the same at hotels across the city, spokesmen said. At 
Swissotel, roughly 60 percent of the weekend leisure travel guests 
are from the Chicago area. And at Trump International Hotel & 
Tower, local traffic increases about 10 percent in winter months as 
the hotel offers packages that can include special tasting dinners 
and spa treatments. 

“In many cases, you live in the city but you don’t experience it 
because you go to and from work,” Preston said. “You don’t go to 
Navy Pier or the Hancock Building.” 

Jessica Salasek, 26, lives in the suburbs and commutes into the 
city, but even she seized on a recent weekend opportunity to stay at 
Hotel Monaco with her mother. The two saw “Jersey Boys,” visited 
the Modern Wing of the Art Institute of Chicago and sipped some 
wine at Eno in the InterContinental. 

“I really did enjoy it,” Salasek said. “Even though you’re here every 
day, you look at things a little more leisurely when you’re on vacation.”

The Elysian, which managed to build an almost 
undue amount of suspense by delaying its opening 
for months on end, sets expectations high. The 
place is a spectacle designed to evoke the grandeur 
of Europe in the early 20th century and the opu- 
lent wealth of, well, a time that’s not now Though 
Balsan is the more casual of the Gold Coast hotel’s 
two restaurants, it’s plenty fashionable— as should 
any restaurant that touts decor inspired by Coco 
Chanel and a name that nods to Chanel’s friend, 
Etienne Balsan, who financed her first hat shop. 

But beyond the polished marble tabletops and 
servers that dote on your every move is surprisingly 
unfussy food, A French-influenced brunch menu 


encourages indulgence— 
we suggest a multi- 
course approach— but 
remains quite 
restrained. 

Though starters 
include buttery crois- 
sants and a decadent 
sticky bun ($5) presented 
tableside from an individual 
cast-iron baker, you’d do well to choose the salad of 
cured sea trout ($12, above), caught in a tangle of 
greens with a hard-poached egg and pickled tropea 
onions. It’s topped with a crunchy potato rosti and 
a dollop of creme fraiche bejeweled with smoked 
trout roe, all combined for a lithe symphony of fatty, 
salty and sour. 

Brioche french toast ($14), topped with dabs 
of honeycomb and generous rounds of citrus 
zest-flecked mascarpone, was pretty but soggy; 
we wished we’d listened to our server when she 
suggested the breakfast sandwich with chorizo, 
fried egg, goat cheese and sweet peppers ($15), 
Conveniently, the best dish we tried was large 
enough to share: the classic French tarte flambee 
($16), a pizza-like round topped with bacon, onion 
and fried eggs and fired in a wood-burning oven 
until the dough is crisp enough to stand up to its 
gooey cheese and rich egg yolk toppings. Worth the 
wait? Absolutely m. Kathleen pratt is the metromix dining

TEAMMATES UNFAZED 
BY ‘FREAK ACCIDENT’ 

Although Tahirah Johnson’s injury 
forced her out of roller derby, it 
did not shake her teammates’ 
confidence in the sport. 

“There’s nothing you can do to 
prevent a freak accident,’’ said Dakota 
Prosch, who skates as Kola Loka. 

Anita Mechler, who skated as 
Anita Applebomb but no longer 
plays the sport, said she saw more 
competitors injured in practice than 
in games. 

“This was something that came 
out of the blue,’’ Mechler said. “It 
was hard because she was a really 
integral part of our team ... but you 
keep doing what you love doing. You 
don’t blame the sport. There was a 
chain of events that led to someone’s 
injury. That can happen anywhere, 
anytime.” e.s. 


On a roll 
to recovery 


Roller derby community rallies around 
Chicago native after devastating injury 


Taliirali Jolinson doesn’t lilce to tallc about tier 
accident. 

“It was during a game, Aug. 25, 2007,” site 
recalled after a long pause. “I didn’t see what 
happened because it was someone directly 
behind me. I’d fallen back— on my back— and 
their skate kicked me in the neck ... drove into 
and broke my neck. 

“I actually went back up on my feet again. 
And then I went down ... for the final count.” 

Johnson was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down. 

More than two years later— and as the 
Windy City Rollers prepare to begin their 
2010 season Saturday at UIC Pavilion— the 
Chicago native who skated under the nickname 
Tequila Mockingbird is living with her fiance in 
Oklahoma City, working to regain her mobility 

Johnson undergoes physical therapy twice a 
week, walking with the assistance of a special 
treadmill. At home, she uses a “stander” mobil- 
ity aid. 

“My arms are getting better; my upper body is 
getting a bit stronger,” said Johnson, 42. “There 
are a lot of tasks I can do on my own, but there 
are quite a few things that I also need assistance 


with. ... I have enough movement to get a lot of 
things done myself, surprisingly” 

Johnson’s progress comes as no surprise to 
former roller derby teammates. 

“When she had her accident, the one thing 
that really stuck with me was that so many peo- 
ple talked about how freaked out they would 
have been if that was happening to them,” Anita 
Mechler said. “She was like, ‘It’s OK, guys. I’m 
all right. I’m gonna figure this out. I’m gonna 
walk, no big deal.’ She just took it in stride.” 

While her post-roller derby life has involved 
hours of rehab and dealing with insurance issues, 
Johnson also has found that the bonds forged in 
the sport endure— even in Oklahoma City 
Members of the Oklahoma Victory Dolls 
held a fundraiser for Johnson, just like the 
Windy City Rollers did after her accident. 
Former teammates also have given her equip- 
ment to aid her rehabilitation and set up a Web 
site (helptequila.com) to raise money for her. 

Johnson, a lawyer, hopes to get back to work 
soon, perhaps in disability law. 

“The accident has definitely made me feel 
more responsibility, I think, in my community” 
Johnson said. “I’m really interested in doing more 
for people, and doing things that I can be proud
